Latest from England. 

riie Packet Ship Siddons arrived at N 
York on the 2Gili ult., bringing London pa^ 
pers to the evening of the I6tli February, 
and Liverpool to the 18th. Their contents 
are more than usually interesting to the 
Canada public. 

Lord Normandy I as succeeded Lord 
Glenelg in the Colonial Office. 

Lord Durham rose again to ask when the 
papers relating to Canada would be placed 
on the table ol the Hoas«, He had seen, 
with the deepest regret, the publicarion of 
a portion of those papers in a morningjourw 
iial, (the Times). He adverted (o the at¬ 
tempts made in certain quarters to preju 
dice him in the public mind, in reference 
to the expense of his mission ; declaring 
that every shilling of expense that related 
to himself had been defrayed by himself. 
He had received no salary, and incurred a 
loss of nearly 10,000. 

Lord Melbourne declared his entire ig¬ 
norance as to the publication of the report 
—bow it had happened it was impossible 
for him to say. It would he idle, however, 
to make further delay in bringing it before 
the House, since it had gone before the 
public; and on the 11th he would lay it 
before their Lordships.

Lord Melbourne laid on llie table the pa¬ 
pers connected with Lord Durham's mis¬ 
sion and the affairs of Canada. He said_ 

.^Ministers had found it impossible to 
hiake up their minds as to what course 
they should pursuo, until they were in pos¬ 
session of the views of the noble Earl who 
had filled the office of Gouernor General. 
Hur. he begged leave to say, that now 
they were in possession of the information 
derived from that source, they would lose 
no time in giving to it their utmost consid¬ 
eration ; and, he was in Inypes that, before 
the Easier recess, they should he enabled 
to introduce a measure for the purpose of 
putting a speedy end to the discouients that 
^S^row unfortunately existed in Canada. 

Lord Wharncliffe asked for some expla¬ 
nation of the manner in which Lord Dutk 
ham s report had got into the papers. If 
there ever was a document that ought to 
have been kept from the public until laid 
before Parliament, that was the one. He 
insinuated that Lord Melbourne or Lord 
Durham must have had some agency in 
the publication. 

Lord Durham disclaimed all such agen¬ 
cy. He had received an official communi- 
ariion from Lord Glenelg, that the repoi. 
would be laid before Parliament on the 6ih, 
and that two thousand tropics were printed 
for the purpose. On receipt of this infor¬ 
mation he had given five or six copies, con¬ 
fidentially, to some of his particular friends 
—having leave to do so from one of her 
Majesty’s ministers. 

A sharp and radier personal debate fob 
lowed, in which various topics were intro 
duced. among olhers. the former remark of 
Lord Durham that he vvas £10,000 out of 
pocket by the mission. The Marquis of 
Westmeath and some other peers observed 
that this money ought to be refunded to 
Lord Durham. The appointments of Messrs 
Wakefield and Turion were also alluded 
lo, as matters on which Lords Durham & 
Melbourne were at issue. The debate was 
finally cut short by a strong appeal from 
Lord Durham, who said, 

My Lords, I wish to set the noble Mar¬ 
quis right if ho is willing to be set right, 
on the matter to which he has just refer¬ 
red. I never did say that the .country ow.ed 
me 10,000 pounds, or any sum of money 
whatever. What I did say was, that the 
cost of my outfit end of every thing rela¬ 
ting to myself was borne at my own ex¬ 
pense, and that 1 had not made, and should 
wot make, any demand on her Majesty’s 
goyernmeut for any expenditure connected 
with my mission which rtdated to myself. 

I also said that by that expenditure 1 had 
been little short of 10,,Q00 pounds out of 
pocket; bst that for that, os any part of 
it, I made no cliafge whatever. I have

This paper tills fifty columns of the Lon¬ 
don Daily papers. We can give merely an 
outline of its contents. His Lordship sets 
out witli the position that the differences

In Upper Canada things, Lord D. thinks, 
are not irreclainiahle, although he admits 
the continuance of many practical grievaus 
ces, the determined resistance on the part 
of the authorities, to sucli a system of res¬ 
ponsible government as would give the peo 
pie a real control over its destinies, * have 
induced a large portion of tire population 
to look with envy at the materia! prosper¬ 
ity of their neighbors in the United Slates, 
under a perfectly free and eminently respon¬ 
sible government, and in despair of obtaining 
such benefits under thierpiesent institutions 
to desire the adoption of a Republican Con¬ 
stitution, or even an incorporation wiih the 
American Union,’

But as any power 
which the French Canadians might possess, 
he doubts not, would be used against the 
po icy anti very existence of * every iform of 
British Government,’ ^‘tranquillity,” he 
thinks, ‘ can only be restored by subjecting 
that province to the rigorous rule of an Eng¬ 
lish majority, and the only efficacious gov-i 
ernment would be that .formed by a L/gis-' 
laiive Union* of the two Canadas, subject ^ 
to be extending hereafter ‘ over all the Bri-

A general executive, ‘ on an improved 
principle,’ not explained, together with a 
supreme court of appeal, ‘ for all the North 
American Colonies,’ and the entire ailmin- 
istration of the public lands by an Imperial 
authority, are next recommended. 

All the revenues of the Crown, except 
those derived from lands, to he at once giv¬ 
en up to the United Legislature, on cons 
cession of an adequate civil list.—This is 
no concession, as the assemblies, already 
have all the revenues.] The responsibili¬ 
ty of the Colonial functionaries except the 
Governor and his secretary, to the United 
Legislature, aie strongly dwelt upon—and 
the Governor, it is added, should carry on 
his government by head of departments in 
whom the Legislature place confidence, [a 
soil of colonial ministry.] 

The Judges, lie says, should hold office 
during good behaviour, with permanent 
salaries, as in England.—No money votes 
to originate in the Legislature without the 
previous consent of the crown. Past pro¬ 
visions with respect to clergy reserves, and 
me application of funds arising from them 
to be repealed. The Report concludes 
by impressing on Ministers the necessity of

by those who are not in the immediate vi¬ 
cinity where ihese depredations are com¬ 
mitted ; and, unless the United States gov¬ 
ernment takes some effectual steps to re** 
move the scoundrels from our borders, who 
have been burning, plundering and muiK 
dering the inhabitants on this frontier, for 
nearly two years, without the least provo¬ 
cation, and without having received in re¬ 
turn one stripe of that chasiisement which 
they so richly deserve, ifie C(?nsequences 
which must ineviitaby follow, will be of a 
serious nature. These villains have yet to 
learn, and they willTearn, and that too by 
experience, that they are not boyond the 
reach of justice, although they have long 
been permitted to imbrue their hands 
in the blood of our fellow-subjects, with¬ 
out having it meted out to them. 

We have frequently been asked, if the 
sufferings, which the people on these bor¬ 
ders have so long endured, are stilDto be 
protracted.^if the desptuadoes who have 
desolated our firesides and laid our homes, 
and who are still lurking about in search 
of victims, are to be permitted to continue 
their midnight assassinations and burnings?

Provincial Legislature. 

Rfsolulions en the Stale of the Province. 

Concluded. 

13. UeBolred, —Tl»at whenever the price 
of bread stuffs is higher in Anieiica than in 
Europe, the pracucnl operation of the Can¬ 
ada Trade act secures to tlte American faio 
mer a bounty of at least one shillinar and 
tfiree pence per bushel on all the wheat he 
grows over the Canadian farmer who may 
reside in his immediate neighborhood —be¬ 
cause whenever the markets in our seaports 
aro higher than in theirs, American grain 
is admitted free from duty ; although wheiv 
ever the market is higher in New York, our 
grain .is subject to a duty of Is. 3d. which 
has the effect of reducing its value at all 
times in that proportion. . 

14. Resolved,—TImt it is desirable, for 
a correct understanding of this subject, that 
the Imperial Parliament should feel as¬ 
sured that the views and feelings of the 
Inhabitants of this Province are in favor of 
continuing their connection with Great Bri¬ 
tain, from an innate feeling of attachment 
to British Institutions, peculiar to the In¬ 
habitants of Upper Canada, as well as from 
their general and individual Interest. 

Because let.,..This is strictly an agri¬ 
cultural country, and it is for their iriterest 
that it should remain so...Great Britain fur¬ 
nishes the articles they consume at the 
cheapest rate, and offers the best markets 
for their produce ; so that if no law what¬ 
ever existed regulating our commerce, our 
Trade would naturally he directed to hei 
Ports. 2nd. Every permanent Inhabitant 
of this Province is, from the peculiar posi¬ 
tion of the country as before described, a 
natural rival of the Inhabitants of the Uni¬ 
ted States, inasmuch as he grows the same 
articles for sale, and purchases the same 
articles for consumption. His aim and in¬ 
terest, therefore is to sell at higher and pur¬ 
chase at lower rates, which the control of 
duties by the local legislature, and our con¬ 
nexion with Great Britain, would enable 
him to do. 3rd. The inhabitants of the 
two Countries are rivals with respect to 
their water communication. Every article 
however small, passing to or from the ocean 
through our Canals, lessens the price of 
transportation, increases our Revenues, and 
thereby adds to oor general prosperity ; and 
this rivalry and emulation for the Trade of 
the Great Western Country, will always 
ensure the continuance of this feeling, 4tli. 
If the Canadas were even formed into a 
separate and independent Government, it 
would not accord with their interest or fee! 
ings to become a pait of the American Re¬ 
public; inasmuch as the individual Stales 
have not the control of the Revenues ..ari- 
•ing from foreign commercocollected at their 
Foils; hut these Revenues are, with them, 
divided throughout the Union. Whereas 
the United Legislature of the two Provin¬ 
ces, would appropriate the ewlire Revenues 
so collected, for the exclusive benefit of the 
Canadas. 

15. Resolved,—That by admitting grain j 
«nd flour, the grovvih of British North A** 
merica, into the ports of Great Britain free 
from duty, a mutual advantage will ho con^ 
ferred on the Inhabitants of the Provinces 
as well as those of Great Britain, by car¬ 
rying into practical operation the system of 
Free Trade and perfect reciprocity between 
the subjects of the Mother Country and her 
Colony. 

16. Resolved,—That whereas the Impe 
rial Parliament has already ceded to Cana¬ 
da the Revenue derived from Foreign Com¬ 
merce, to be appropriated by the Provincial 
Legislatures for the exclusive benefit ofl 
these Provinces; and whereas the Home 
Government has also consented to relinquish | 
the Casual and Territorial Revenue for the | 
same purpose : this House is incapable ofi 
assigning any reason why the regulation of| 
those duties shouhl not he placed under the! 
control of the Colonial Legislature, when 
the true interests and feeliirgs of the inhah- 
itants are more correctly understood by the 
members of the Imperial Parliament. | 

17. Resolved,..^That the arrival of the | 
Earl of Durham, as Her Majesty’s High j 
Commissioner, who. in his first Proclama'* ! 
lion, issued on the 29th of May last, .at j 
Quebec, promised that be would ‘lay the j 
foundation of such a system of government i 
as would protect the rights and interests of' 
all classes, allay all the dissensions, and ; 
permanently establish, under divine Prov- j; 
idence, that wealth, gi-eainess, and prosper- ’ 
Ity of which such inexhaustible elements are 
to be found in these fertile countries,* was 
received with the most lively and generous 
aatisfaction throughout all her Majesty’s | 
Colonies in British North America. 

18- Resolved,—Thai the general disap- | 
poiniment felt by the inhabitants of these 
Colonies at the departure of His Excellen¬ 
cy was heightened bv the sanguine expec- | 
tations they had thus been induced to form ; 
and they lament that any occurrence should 
' have taken place in the Imperial Parliament 
to induce his premature return to Great 
Britain before the alterations he had intent 
ded to propose in the constitution of these 
Colonies could he submitted for the considu 
eration of the inhabitants. 

l9. Resolved,—That it may truly be said 
that the elements which constitute the 
wealth greatness and prosperity of this fer¬ 
tile country are inexhaustible; they are to 
be found m our most favourable natural po- 
tition, and the amount and application of 
|he te'venues we should command. A ca¬ 
nal of only twenty-eight miles in length, 
witli 160 feet Lockage connects the ocean 
with Lake Ontario, (that part leading thro* 


Upper Canada, being one half» is already 
neaily finished.) Another of the same length 
connrclM Lake Ontario with Lake Erie,wliich 
may he completed on similar dimensions by 
widening the Welland Canal. By this wm- 
nication, when finisfied, the immense trade 
and commerce of the western and southern 
parts of this continent would he secured, 
and the Canadas restored to the same natu¬ 
ral advantages and decided superiority they 
possessed previous to the const ruci ion of the 
Erie Canal in the United States. 

^'0. Resolved,—That on the completion 
of those improvements a revenue would he 
d'^rived from the following sources:... 

Ist. From Foreign Commerce. 

2d. From Internal Resiiurcea. 

3d. From Proceeds of Land, Casual aud 
Territorial Revenue. 

4th. From Tolls collected from the pro 
ducts of Canada, and 

6th. From Tolls collected from the pro 
ducts of the United Stales. 

21. Resolved— That the advantages those 
different sources of revenue will confer on 
Canada may he better understood by con¬ 
trasting their application in the United 
Slates...the ditferent States singly—Upper 
and Lower Canada as at present divided.--- 
and Canada as it should he under one Le 
gislature. 

First_The duty raised by Foreign Com. 

merce. 

In the United States the revenue from 
this source is applied for the exclusive ben¬ 
efit of ihe General Government. Although 
near one half of the entire revenue is col* 
lected at the port of New York, that Stale 
has no control over any portion of it. 

In Canada this revenue is applied for 
general purposes ; hut, for want of concert 
aud co-operation between the two Legisla¬ 
tures, its application has but partially cons 
trihuted to the prosperity of the country : 
whereas, were the control under one Legis¬ 
lature, this immense ami constantly inciea 
sing revenue would he annually applied to 
pay the interest on the capital required for 
the construction of our various improve, 
merits, give an impulse to the general pros 
perity of the country, andijonfer advantages 
on Canada possessed by no other single State 
in the Union. 

Second—The duty from interhal resour¬ 
ces. 

In the United States the revenue derive<l 
from this source forms the basis of the 
prosperity of New York and Pennsylvania 
In the former it consists of per ceniage on 
auction sales, and duty on salt, with which 
the State paid the interest on the loan con 
traded ■ for consirBCting its canals and oth¬ 
er improvements,, and sustaining them until 
the progressive increase of tolls enabled them 
to undertake others. 

In Canada not one fariiiiug has been de¬ 
rived from this source, arising from im un¬ 
natural boundary line ami division of pow¬ 
er under two Legislatures; whereas by 
a united Legislature we should possess the 
same power, and by a similar application 
would realise tlie same result. ^ 

Third...«The proceeds from the sales of 
lands. 

in the United States the revenue deri¬ 
ved from this souice is untler the control 
of the General Government. Its appropris 
ation hy the old States has been principal 
!y to create a fund for. general education ; 
in the new States for the purpose of aiding 
in their various improvements. Hence the 
States of Imliana, Illinois, and Michigan, 
but recently known as such, have singly 
undertaken a greater extent of internal im¬ 
provement than all the provinces in British 
North America put together. Their Les 
gislatures authorisse the negociation of large 
sums of money in London and various paits 
of Europe for their construction, issue State 
stock and sell their lands to meet the in-' 
terest on the capital required until the works 
are completed. After this fund is exhaus¬ 
ted, the progressive increase of the tolls of 
their canals sustains them....Thus Trom the 
proceeds of sales of lands is the prosperity 
of the inland States to he attributed. 

In Canada, this branch of Revenue is 
still retained under the control of the Home 
Government; or, in effect, under the direc 
lion of the Executive Government,by whose 
recommendation the proceeds are applied 
The Lands have been apportioned as fol 
lows;—The one seventh for the benefit of 
a protestant clergy —another one-seventh, 
called the Crown Reserves, has been sold to 
the Canada Company—another portion has 
been appropriated for the endowment of a 
University at Toronto...and a few acres 
; (comparatively) for District Schools. The 
remainder has been sold to individuals, which 
with the proceeds of Timber, Fines, Forfeit- 
lures, Licenses for Ferries, &c., &c., &c., 
compose the Fund called the Casual and 
j Territorial Revenue, estimated at £40,000 
per annum,—many items , of which may he 
properly expended«„^8iill not one farthing 
has ever been paid into the Treasury, and 
does not contribute to the prosperity of the 
i' country. Even the proceeds of the sales 
of the Clergy Reserves, Indian Lands, and 
; University Fund, arc either funded in Eng> 
'land or withheld from aiding in any way to 
increase the Capital of the Country, aliho’ 
i all our public works are discontinued for 
the want of it. 

ji Fourth,_The Revenue derived from 

|i Toll from the products of Canada, ie only 
j peculiar from the extent of country which 
will supply those two short canals. 

Fifth—.The Revenue derived from Toll 
on the products of the Southern and Wes¬ 
tern parts of the United States, is an ad¬ 
vantage which uo single Stale iu the Union 
can possess. 

Nature has favored us with a less dis 
tanee and less elevation to connect those 
inland seas with the Western ocean, tbanl 


any other rou?e or communication whatever. 
Already three-founhs of tlie Toll collected 
on the Welland Canal is from products— 
the growth and consumption of the Inhahi- 
tanis rpsiding in the Western parts of the 
United Slates, which pass to and from the 
Hudson hy the Oswego canal. On the 
(opening of the St. Lawrence Canal» the 
products of tliat entire legion will become 
tributary to us for this Revenue, which it 
will be their interest to pay and which in a 
few years wdl defray tlie interest on the 
construction of those works; and future 
ages will applaud the wisdom of tlie Legis¬ 
lature who constructed them on a scale of 
sufficient magnitude to ensure this traffic 

2'i. Resolved._That the foregoing ex¬ 

position of the Revenue, which has been 
under the control of a divided Legislature, 
and its application, contrasted with the 
limited Revenue under the control of any 
single State in the American Union, and its 
application producing results which have 
contributed to the prosperity of the owe, 
and depression of the olheVy exhibits the 
best proof of our defective system, or the 
most palpable mismanagement, 

23. Resoivetl,—That in the opinion of 
this House, a Union of the two Provinces, 
having in view the permanent security of 
Britisli interests, w'ould remedy those glar¬ 
ing evils, and place Canada in that eleva 
ted position contemplated hy the Earl of 
Durham, with the least delay and least dif¬ 
ficulty ; and that it will not interfere with 
or retard any ulterior arrangements. 

24. Resolved,...Tliat the inliahitants of 
this province have long waited with unex 
ampled patience, with the hope that the 
various Commissioners appointed ’ny the 
Home Government would produce some 
beneficial cliange in their condition—hut 
that ail such attempts have hitherto failed; 
and they have no confidence tliat any Com*- 
missioners sent from England, with what¬ 
ever powers they may he invested, can ef¬ 
fect Uie objects coiitemDlated, without pro¬ 
ducing a delay, which must prove ruinous 
to the best interests of the entire colony. 

25. Resolved,_That after all discussion 

and due consideration, it is the imperitive 
duty of this House to submit these meas¬ 
ures to tfie Imperial Parliament, in a tdea!\ 
comprehensive, and forcible manner, with 
as liule delay as possible; in the hope, that 
after being thus urged, from year to year., 
they will receive that consideration due to 
subjects involving the future peace, happi¬ 
ness & welfare, of this important Province.
